FROM OUR AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 
HE new immune, early potato, Arran 
Si Pilot, which was awarded the Lord 
Derby gold medal at Ormskirk on the 
6th August last, as reported in the J/rish 
7 unes, has since been awarded the Finlayson 
gold medal and money prize in Scotland. It 
was registered by the Scottish Department 
of Agriculture as a result of a three years’ 
test in 1930, and has now received all the 
awards of merit which a new immune variety 
of potato can obtain. : 
Two ewt. of this variety were grown in 
County Donegal this year. One ewt., it is 
understood, was planted in connection with 
the potato-growing trials being conducted by 
the Department of Agriculture, while 
second cwt. was purchased by an individual 
farmer at £60 per cwt. He sold two stone 
of seed out of the ewt. and planted six stone. 
from which he has raised thirty-six cwt. of 
potatoes. He has sold seven cwt. to English 
merchants at £1 per stone. or £8 per cwt. 
He is so impressed with the merits of this 
variety that he intends holding on to the 
remainder of his stock for planting next 
season. . 

This variety has been greatly admired bv 
some of the largest potato-growers in Lanca- 
shire and Cheshire, and they hope that it 
will prove a suitable substitute for the non- 
immune variety § Ninetyfold, which is a 
favourite early in that part of England 
Several English growers hope that Arran 
Pilot may also prove a suitable substitute 
for the non-immune variety, May Queen. 
Arran Pilot happens to be a seedling from 
May Queen, and it displavs many 
characteristics of that variety. Both May 
Qreen and Ninetyfold suffer from one very 
serious defect—namely, that they” keep very 
badly during the winter, and in consequence 
feed of these varieties is always very 
expensive. 

It is hoped that the new variety, Arran 
Pilot, will keep better than May Queen or 
Ninetyfol.. If this hope is realised the 
fxture of Arran Pilot seems to be secure. In 
shape Arran Pilot is a true kidney, and ideal 
for the English market, being better than 
either Ninetyfold or May Queen. 

1 understand that the demand for seed of 
this variety is very keen,. and growers 
interested in early varieties would, probably, 
find it advantageous to try a small quantity.

sidered in terms of industries and transit, im- 
ports and exports of manufacture, and agri- 
cultural development is almost an alter- 
thought. Thus, for instance, agriculture is 
barely referred to in the MacMillan Report, 
though farming is still an important British 
industry. The reactions of farming depres- 
sion are, none the less, as grave as they are 
when Brazil burns large 
quantities of coffee, in order that the price 
for the residue may exceed that for the 
original crop, and the United States Federal 
Farm Board (to the annoyance of the farmers, 
who reject its advice!) counsels the plough- 
ing-in of every third acre of growing wheat, 
it 1s only too evident that agriculture’s share 
in imdustrial depression demands the most 
searching inquiry. ‘Iwo such inquiries it has, 
in fact, received, though the results seem not 
to have percolated deeply into the Pres; o1 
effectively penetrated into the minds of the 
economists and statesmen. 


Prices and the World SJump. 


On one of these reports—‘‘ The Agricultural 
Situation in 1929-30 °’—an economic 
tary on the International Year Book of 
Agricultural Statistics for 1929 by the Inter- 
national Institute of Agriculture, we 
already commented. There has since been 
published by the League of Nations Economic 
Committee at Geneva the first volume of a 
report entitled “The Agricultural Crisis,”’ 
consisting of over 300 closely-reasoned 
pages, in which the characteristics and causes 
of the fall in prices, the market cond! 
tions. international factors and market orga- 
nisations of the countries contributing infor- 
mation are discussed, and the position of 
each of these 39 nations is separately 
exarnined, 

The situation of 1930 is cmH 
*‘catastrophic.’’ For whilst world 
affecting not only the countries of origin, but 
virtually all the producers and consumers on 
the globe, were in the main good, and in 
many places almost ‘‘record” crops, the 
slump in price meant disaster. That our 
own country came better out of the resultant 
depression than many others is true, and may 
be attributed in part to the fact that whilst 
the advancing crest of the wave struck 
: with its full force, the live- 
stock and live-stock product industries were 
only sprayed and not submerged bv ii. But 
the wave has not spent itself vet, and present 
indications go to show that the decline

How the Crisis Developed. 


The causes of this ceneral depression are 
examined at length. Too complex for detailed 
analysis here, the results require, neverthe- 
less, careful consideration, and should he not 
only read, but pondered over, by all our pub- 
licists and bv thinking farmers themselves, 
The catastrophe did not emerge suddenly but 
arising out of a series of minor depressions, 
was long predicted by students of agricultural 
economics. Unfortunately, such unpleasing 
prophecies are seldom believed. Yet plain in- 
dications of coming events had appeared. The 
war nad dislocated farming, and more partt- 
cularly agricultural imports. Russia and some 
Fast European exporters passed temporzeriy 
out of the wheat-exporting business. “The 
gap had to be filled, and now many corn- 
importing countries grow supplies for them- 
selves. Canada and the Argentine increased 
their output, and meantime a slight dimum- 
tion in the use of cereals, and a reduction far 
from negligible in the ability of importing 
countries to purchase, had set im. 

A slump in cereal prices has driven wheat- 
crowers to reduce their area or abandon 
wheat and put in other crops or raise live 
stock. or give more grain to their poultry and 
live-stock, and look to by-products— butter, 
cheese, egcs, Wool—for substitutional sources of 
money-getting. Thus che slump tends to 
spread from cereals, through other competing 
crops, to live-stock and other farm foodstuffs. 
Under-consumption in an absolute sense does 
not, indeed, exist, but as the words are 
understood by economists, there are both under 
consumption (in the sense of larger supplies 
available than the world can purchase at 
prices the producers consider remunerative), 
and over-production in the corresponding 
sense. Organisation is not yet perfected, 
co-operation—at present a palliative, but 
potentially one of the most effective remedies 

is still insufficiently developed, and there 
is an economic wastage attributable to mal- 
adjustments in the working of the existing 
middle agencies and in the transit systems— 
sometimes rather systems by courtesy than 
systematically fitted into the ce mmercial 
framework of the nations. 


Produce, Perfect, Economise ! 


In a predicament so universal ¢ t probably 
no country will ultimacely escape Ita 
reactions, it is better to be prepared for the 
inevitable working ont of the actual con- 
ditions and to realise that we cannot put all. 
if any, of the misfortunes of world farming 
on the shoulders of the Government—tariffs 
only aggravate the disease—but must rather 
look round to see if, and how, we can help 
ourselves. The first thing essential seems to 
us to be to avoid borrowing, except for pro- 
ductive purposes. ‘‘ Economic’’ borrowing 
means making money, and so paying for the 
loan, and: we suggest that it is in the in- 
terests of joint stock banks, the Credit Cor- 
poration and all lenders to distinguish in 
their rates of interest between dead and living 
loans. Credit societies exist for live loans 
only. Then all unnecessary costs of farming 
should be cut out. To reduce his ‘osses 
the farmer should aim at raising the 
biggest crop which he can hope to sell re- 
muneratively, and he should perpetually aim 
at the best produce only. It may be neces- 
sary to consume more at home and import 
less, but only so long as we continue our 
hold on the cross-Channel market for our 
foodstuffs. We must not relax that even at 
some sacrifice, and—-but this caveat touches 
very few Irish farmers—the tarmer must not 
spend money on unprofitable pursuits if he 
is to maintain his family even in very 


modest comfort.

FEEDING FOR WINTER 
EGGS.

HE people who complain during the 

I summer of the poor prices obtaining for 

eggs are generally those who do not 
produce sufficient in winter when prices are 
high to make the industry profitable. The 
winter layer is the profitable hen and would 
be, even if she were to produce nothing from 
April to September; it is natural for hens to 
lay in spring and summer, and all except the 
utterly useless will do so, but the wees “Ó of 
eggs produced in winter will be in proportion 
to the skill of the manager. Many factors 
influence the winter-egg vield, chiefiy early 
hatching, good strain, age of birds (pullets 
are best), comfortable housing, and, feeding, 
which is the point perhaps that needs most 
attention. 

The value of food is decided by its composi- 
tion, that is on the percentage of tiesh- 
formers, fats and carbohydrates contained, 
by its digestibility, palatability and price. 
"An average well balanced food for a hen 
contains about 1 part albuminoids to 4 or 5 
parts non-albuminoids, with a wider ratio in 
winter. 

As all the grains in common use for poultry- 
feeding contain an excessive amount of starch 
when used alone, the skilful feeder balances 
the diet with a small proportion of some food 
which is exeessively rich in flesh formers. 
That is why cotton and linseed cakes are 
given to cattle and such substances as meat, 
meal and fish meal to fowls. Albuminoids 
from animal sources have been found from ex- 
perience to be more valuable in poultry-feed- 
ing than albuminoids from vegetable sources, 
hence the popularity of fish meal, which is a 
most valuable fiesh-former. 

The function of food is not only to produce 
eggs, but it must also repair waste, provide 
heat and energy, and provide material for 
growth and reproduction. To do this it must 
contain the ingredients which go to compose 
the flesh and body of fowls and the shell and 
composition of an egg, or in other words the 
must be composed of albuminoids, or 
formers. fats,. carbohvdrates or heat- 
producers, mineral matter, fibre and water. 

Hence it will rendily be seen how totally 
inadequate is a food made up entirely of 
maize meal and potatoes, which consist 
mainly of stareh, and which is still too often 
used as the staple diet of farmvard fowls. No 
amount of such feeding will produce eggs in 
any quantity, since it is devoid of the neces- 
sary components: on the other hand, when 
used in conjunction with other meals and in 
correct proportions, maize is a valuable food. 
It mav he used in greater quantity in winter 
than in warm weather, when it tends to over- 
heat the birds.

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both equally unprofitable; lack of observa- 
tion on the part of the feeder, as well as un- 
suitable foods or bad management, = are 
usually responsible for these conditions. With 
proper feeding and care there will be no 
slackers from either cause, and the fol- 
lowing mixtures are calculated to produce 
bumper egg-baskets for the r months, 
provided, of course, that other essentials, 
such as good young stock, comfortable houses 
and clean surroundings, are present. 

A system which has given widespread 
satisfaction, and the one most generally 
adopted on all mixed farms, is that of giving 
grain in the morning, a soft mash at mid- 
day, oranytime up toabout2 p.m., and grain 
again at night before the birds go to roost. 

The grain mixture for the winter might 
consist of either equal parts of kibbled 
maize, oats and small wheat or two parts 
wheat and one part of oats. The allowance 
of grain per bird daily is two ounces, one- 
half to be given at each feed, and in order 
to provide exercise the grain should be well 
raked into the clean litter. Another method, 
and incidentally a very successful one, is 
to feed cooked, kibbled maize on alternate 
evenings instead of the grain mixture. 

This is cooked by placing it in a pan nn 
the oven, or in a saucepan by the fire, cover 
ing wath water, and allowing it to steam 
very Slowly for three or four hours. It 
swells to more than double the original 
bulk. and is much relished by the birds, es 
pecially in cold weather. It should be fed in 
the trough. It is not suitable or necessary 
In warm weather. Another excellent food by 
way of a change, especially when pullets are 
slow in coming on to lay, is sprouted oats; 
the oats are sprouted by moistening slightly, 
spreading out in a shallow pan, and keep- 
ing In a warm place, such as over the bars 
of the range, for a day or so, until they 
hevin to germinate; there is no need to 
wait until the sprouts are green. 


Most people have their own ideas, some 
of them excellent, on the subject of mash 
mixtures; various varieties of mixtures have 
been tried with varying success; some have 
too much starch, some not enough; others 
again may be too forcing, which is a bad 
fault, and should always be avoided. The 
best results are usually obtained when the 
meals are mixed by the poultry-keeper, as 
very often the ‘‘readymade’’ mixtures are 
not satisfactory; besides, there ig the satis- 
faction of knowing exactly what goes into 
the food. It should be remembered that meals 
are always measured by weight, and not by 
bucket-fuls, for the difference in bulk be- 
tween a stone of meal and a stone of bran is 
obvious to the merest novice. 

A mixture which gives universal satisfac- 
tion as a laying mash for winter consists of 
4 parts good pollard, 2 parts each of bran 
and maize meal (the finest obtainable), 1 part 
Sussex ground oats, and 1 part of good fish 
or meat and bone meal. 

The mash for the mid-day meal should be 
fed warm in troughs, and should be mixed 
some time before it is needed. Cooked or 
finely-chopped raw vegetables and house 
scraps, if available, are a decided advantage 
when added to the mash, as in skim or separ- 
ated milk. If liked. instead of using it to 
moisten the mash, the milk may be given 
separately to drink. The soft mash_ should 
never be fed in a sloppy condition hens, 
but should be made into a crumbly state, 
with the addition of bran. Ducks may have 
it quite sloppy. ‘ 

In addition to the above daily rations, dry 
mash is a necessity for al] laving flocks. The 
same mixture may he nsed, and it should he 
given in a dry-mash hopper, which is left 
open in the house, so that timid birds can 
always approach it, and so that all heavy 
layers may have that little extra which means 
so much to the upkeep of the winter egg 
supply.

A friend of mine from England on a 
visit to Belfast was considerably interested 
by the names that appeared over various 

lacés of refreshment and in certain 
ocalities, as containing in themselves an 
e oquent testimony to Northern loyalty to 
the English connection. The idea of 
lunch at the Carlton or tea at the Ritz 
evoked inevitable association with Lon- 
don, and a visit to Sydenham called up 
memories of the lower level railway and 
the route to the Crystal Palace. Even 
the names of the hotels conjured memories 
of Northumberland avenue, Russel! 
square and Holborn. My friend’s greatest 
interest, however, was summoned up by 
the number of thoroughfares which re- 
call the residences of the Crown, as though 
the authorities who named them were de- 
termined physically to cement the city to 
the Royal House. Indeed, the stranger is 
at first almost fairy-struck at the idea of 
passing via Windsor to Balmoral, taking 
en route streets which remember Mar!l- 
borough House and Osborne. Sandring- 
ham is not forgotten, while at the very 
docks one passes under the shadow of 
Prince Albert into Victoria street, or, if 
the visitor arrives from Dublin by rail, 
he passes immediately into South Victoria 
street, capturing at once. in either case the 
keynote of the Northern capital. 


Victorian Heroines. 


A contributor to an American review, I 
see, has called attention to the fact that 
the women novelists of the past few years 
have invariably chosen for their heroines 
women who might justly be termed 
“ Victorian.” They have ignored the 
modern girl, or, when she is introduced 
into the story, she only serves to show up 
more clearly the superior virtues of the 
real heroine, of whom this journalist says: 
“ Take away her cigarette and she would 
fit into nineteenth century fiction.’’ The 
Victorian heroine has been revived, ap- 
parently, ‘‘ door-mattishness and all”; 
she earns her bread, when that is neces- 
sary, in strictly conventional ways. There 
are very few women doctors, politicians, 
social workers or lawvers on the pages 
of the more important novels of to- 
day, where, according to this writer, 
‘* heroines remain unchanged by changing 
ideas, ”' especially the heroines of women 
writers. Thackeray had his own ideas 
about the appeal of the heroine. '' Women 
readers prefer the heroic female 
character,’’ he wrote, “to the kind, 
smiling, fresh, artless, tender little 
domestic goddess so adored by men.’’ 


Che Whaling Industry. 


Last week, I see, the League 
Assembly considered a convention designed 
to check the disastrous results of the over- 
efficiency of the whaling industry. 
Whaling nowadays has become such a 
highly organised business that it threatens 
to defeat its own ends by killing so many 
whales that soon there will be none left 
if a close season be not established for 
their protection.

These vessels often dis- 
pose of anything up to two thousand 
whales in a season, and the result of their 
mass attack on the unfortunate whale is 
an embarrassing supply of whale oil and a 
threat of complete extinction to the whale.

The 
fishermen, petitioning for the restoration of 
the use of drift nets, claimed that all the 
salmon was now being killed before they 
could go inland The Conservators main- 
tr.ined that the of drift nets would 
deplete the spawning beds.

TY Royal National Lifeboat Institution 
Conference the 
Dublin. 

Sir Godfrey Baring, Bart., Chairman of the 
Committee of Management, presided. Sir 
George Shee, secretary to the Institution, who 
is retiring, was also present, together with 
Senator the Right Hon. Andrew Jameson, the 
Rev. T. O'Shea, holder of the Institution's 
gold medal, and Mr. Herbert G. Solomon, 
district organising secretary. 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin attended, and 
welcomed Sir Godfrey Baring and the dele- 
gates to the Conference. 

Senator Byrne, in offering the city’s 
welcome, said that the Irish people had to 
thank the [Institution for the eighteen splendid 
motor lifeboats which had been provided for 
the Irish coasts. The cost of maintaining 
these lifeboats was about £11,000 per annum, 
of which sum only £6,000 was collected in 
Ireland; that was to say, that nearly double 
the Irish contribution had yet: to be sub- 
scribed before the lifeboats on the Irish coasts 
would become self-supporting. 


WORK OF THE LADIES. 

Sir Godfrey Baring, in acknowledging the 
Lord Mayor's welcome, said that of the 183 
lifeboats established round the coasts of 
England, Wales, Ireland and Scotland, 103 
were now motor boats. He said that the 
Managing Committee were very grateful for 
the splendid financial support which they had 
received in Ireland. That support was largely 
due to the work which the ladies of Ireland 
were doing. 

Sir George Shee it was, he said, who had 
been responsible for the Aye ty up of the 
Lifeboat Institution. For the last twenty- 
one yeais he had worked for the Institution 
the greatest devotion, distinction and 
self-sacrifice. By his work he had made the 
organisation the success it was. They all 
wished him in his retirement health and pros- 
perity for many years. They expressed their 
gratitude to him for the real devotion he dis- 
worker in the lifeboat cause.

Sir George Shee addressed the assembly 
on the objects of the conference, and went 
on to speak of the Institution’s work on the 
[rish coasts. He referred to the bravery of 
Irish fishermen, who in the old days had 
gone out to rescue in ‘frail cockle-shell craft, 
their coracles, in weather that the most ex- 
perienced seamen would not venture out in 
them. They had had in 1911 the fine 
example of Father O'Shea at Ardmore, who, 
without waiting for the lifeboat, brought 
such a boat about a mile with the greatest 
difficulty, launched it, and eventually rescued 
the crew of a schooner. Father O'Shea had 
shown the quality of leadership in the highest 
quality, courage and initiative. The Society 
had awarded him the highest honour in their 
gift, the gold medal of the Institution. 
(Applause. ) 

Sir George Shee paid a warm tribute to 
the work of Mr. Solomon, who had been 
associated with him in the secretarial work 
cf the Institution for the past twenty-one 
years. 


TO INCREASE INTEREST. 

Mr. Solomon, as district organising secre- 
tary, made a report on the Institution's 
works, and a discussion took place on branch 
work and methods of publicity and propa- 
ganda with a view to interesting the Irish 
public in the work of the Lifeboat Institu- 
tion. 

Senator the Right Hon. Andrew Jameson 
made the formal presentation of an album 
to Sir George Shee. 

Mr. Jameson, in doing so, said that this 
occasion gave the Irish people the oppor- 
tunity of expressing to Sir George Shee for 
his twenty-one years’ work as secretary of 
the Institution their thanks for the wonder- 
ful way he had managed his part of the 
Institution's work. When Sir George Shee 
was appointed secretary in 1910 the income 
ot the Institution was £97,000 per annum. 
It was now £320,000, an increase of 
£220,000, each year. One of the things Fe 
had enabled the Institution to carry out was 
a revolution in the efficacy of the lifeboat 
service. 

From the Irish point of view they had been 
wonderfully well treated by the Institution in 
having been provided with eighteen motor 
lifeboats, which was a higher proportion than 
there was round the coasts of England, Scot- 
Jand,and Wales. Their difficulty was that they 
had not raised sufficient money to pay for the 
upkeep of these boats. This conference was 
of great value in enabling them to get in touch 
with all sections of the country. They were 
very sorry that Sir George Shee’s time as 
secretary had come to an end. They 
recognised his good work and did not be- 
grudge him his time of rest. They only hoped 
that his successor would put on his cloak

ALBUM PRESENTED. 


He moved a resolution expressing the 
thanks of the conference to Sir George Shee 
for his twenty-one years’ service as secretary 
cf the Institution, and expressing their sincere 
hope that Sir George and Lady Shee would 
long be spared to enjoy the retirement they 
so well deserved. 

The Rev. Father O'Shea seconded the 
motion, which was carried with acclamation. 

Senator Jameson then presented Sir George 
Shee with an album of photegrephe recording 
the naming of motor lifeboats at Courtmac- 
sherry, Ballycotton and Youghal in July last. 

Sir George Shee returned thanks, and 
mentioned the ready and cordial support 
which the Institution had received from the 
Free State Government. 

The delegates to the conference in the after- 
noon visited the Grafton street Picture House 
to inspect an exhibition of the Institution’s 
films, and after luncheon reassembled at the 
Mansion House and concluded the business of 
the conference.

A “revolution in hospital construction '' is 
implied, according to Sir Henry Gauvain. the 
medical superintendent, in the design of an 
annexe to the Isolation H«spital of the Lord 
Mayor Treloar Cripples’ Hospital and College 
at Alton, Hants. : 

The annexe, he remarks in the annual re- 
port, consists of five cubicles, with sliding 
roofs of vitaglass, and windows on the south 
aspect which may be com letely opened. 
When the roof is raised and the windows 
opened the patients are instantly exposed to 
fresh air and sunlight. They are still com- 
pletely isolated, may be sheltered at once and 
without discomfort if rain falls. The cubicles 
may be kept warm, well ventilated and dry 
under all ‘conditions. 

“The idea is so revolutionary,’ continues 
Sir Henry, “that it is only with diffenulty 
grasped, and I cannot but fear that it wiil be 
years before it is universally adopted. 1 can 
believe, however, that the hospital of the 
future will be constructed on these lines, to 
the great benefit of patients who need pong 
air and sunlicht more than any drug.”’

NEW PREMISES FOR MESSRS. 


GUINNESS. MAHON & COMPANY. 


The new premises for Messrs. Guinness, 
Mahon and Company, at 16 and 17 College 
Green, Dublin, have been built to replace 
two old premises occupying the same site, 
and consist of a basement, ground floor and 
four upper storeys. 

The basement is utilised for an oil-burning 
heating installation for the whole building, 
sanitary accommodation, strong rooms, etc. 

The ground floor is arranged as an exten- 
sive banking hall, with various executive 
offices, the approach to same being through a 
porch from the street. This porch is also 
the approach to the staircase hall and the lift, 
which serves all floors. 

The choice of style was largely dictated to 
the architects by influence of the classic ex- 
amples of Georgian architecture nearby—the 
Bank of Ireland and Trinity Collece. It is 


Georgian brick and stone—has been adopted 
hy many of the great private banking firms 
of the City of London. It is more in keep- 
ing with their class of business than the more 
ornate Palladian designs of the Joint Stock 
Banks. 

The design of the front elevation is a 
modern treatment of Dublin Georgian work. 
The ground floor is in Portland stone, and 
the fagade above is in small, -multi-coloured 
brick, with stone dressings. 

It is interesting to note that the fenestra- 
tion shows the relative importance and the 
heights of floors. The first floor, which is 
the highest over the ground floor, has the 
longest windows. The windows of the next 
two floors are the same height, as are the 
floors. This shows the extraordinary flexi- 
bility of our native art to modern require- 
ments, 


As far as possible Jocal materials and 
Jabour have been utilised. The banking hall, 
which is lined with Botticino marble, is a 
splendid example of native craftsmanship.

CARDINAL'S ADDRESS.

Organised 
athletics and athletic training impart a sense 
of discipline; they teach _ self-control, 
obedience to rules, unselfishness and co- 
operation. Thus in a game of football a 
player must observe the rules or he will very 
quickly be taken to task, or if he selfishly 
keeps the ball to himself, and fails to pass it 
when he onght, he will hear about it and be 
made to realise that selfishness does not pay. 
A good athletic training is.not only a means 
to health and strength, and a strong incentive 
t> sobriety, a in 
self-control, obedience co-operation, 
all of which are things of ne 
small importance in the battle of hífe. 
L freely admit that, like most good things, 
athletics way be abused. They may easily 
be indulged in te excess, so as to injure the 
health, or time may be given to them that 
oucht to be devoted to necessary work at 
home, and scime parents are oí the opinion 
that that is often the case. There is a 
darger, too, that young men, on the occasion 
of a big ‘ootball or hurling match, may 
neglect their spiritual duties, missing Mass 
on a Sunday or holy day. That ought never 
to han;en, and I hope the G.A.A. in every 
part of the country will see to it that no 
fixtures shall ever prevent their members 
from hearing Mass, or make it difficult for

The Stock Markets. 


Yesterday's dealings and price move- 
ments in the London and Dublin Stock 
Exchanges, which had been closed since last 
Saturday, have shown the effect of the 
financial crisis upon the Stock Markets of 
these islands. Broadly, the day’s trading 
resulted in a moderate depreciation of 
Government securities, while industrial 
shares, breweries and other kindred 
concerns showed a buoyant tendency. This 
result, which was not unexpected, may be 
traced to four main causes. In the first 
place, the fall in the value of the pound 
has strengthened the competitive power of 
British industry in foreign markets— 
already the happiest reports are forthcom- 
ing from Brazil. In the next place, it 
must be remembered that during the 
recent trade depression large sums of 
money have hibernated, as it were, in 
trustee stocks, because their owners viewed 
the industrial markets with a not un- 
natural suspicion. Now the changed con- 
ditions have inspired investors to remove 
their money from the comparatively un- 
productive field of gilt-edged stock to the 
more fertile arena of industry. Thirdly, 
the panic measures, customary in exchange 
crises, have been prevented by the states- 
manlike action of the banks, which on 
Tuesday undertook to continue their exist- 
ing loans on gilt-edged securities to stock- 
brokers at the old rate, thus reducing any 
need to sell other shares to produce new 
cover. Lastly, a disheartened view of 
British trade had inspired the unpatriotic 
to create a “ bear ” position in the in- 
dustrial market.

Science and Life. 

The British Association met in London 
last night to celebrate its one hundredth 
Its century of existence has 
vast advance in 


anniversary. 
been marked by a 
scientific knowledge ; and the present meet- 
ing is an appropriate occasion for a re- 
capitulation of the work which the Associa- 
tion has accomplished for the advancement 
of science since its first meeting was held 
in 1832 at York. When we view the nine- 
teenth century in retrospect it stands out— 
perhaps, more than any other period in 
the history of the universe—as a century 


‘glorified by the ever soaring and ever 


conquering spirit of man. The iron ship 


teok the water, the steam engine found its 
place in the works of the world, the first 
crude dynamo of Faraday—its centenary, 
by a happy chance, coincides with the 
centenary of the Association—led the way 
to the infinite complexity of modern 
scientific apparatus. Yet the gap between 
the nineteenth and twentieth centuries is 
already almost as wide as that between the 
eighteenth and the nineteenth. Those 
who, a hundred years ago, came to scoff at 
the fairy-tales of science—as they scoffed 
at the first locomotive—remained to be 
convinced that the old order had passed 
away for ever; and we, in the opening of 
a new century, have seen the old philo- 
sophical conception of the physical 
universe melt away before the adventurous 
speculations of pure reason, founded on 
research and discovery. That the British 
Association continues to fulfil its original 
function in the advancement of science is 
evident from the list of papers which will 
be delivered at its meeting this week. The 
state of knowledge in 1931, as compared 
with 1831, will be reviewed in the fields of 
geology, zoology and 3 education; and 
problems of population, imperial agricul- 
ture, and the study of native races have a 
fitting place in the discussions of an 
assembly which constantly has main- 
tained a close relationship with Dominion 
affairs. The Association’s work is con- 
fined to no mere intellectual discus- 
sion of abstract matters which are far 
above the head of the ordinary man. Not 
only does science touch the business of the 
workaday world at every point, but, as 
General Smuts said yesterday in his 
presidential address, science to-day makes 
an increasing zsthetic appeal to thinking 
people, with its vision of order and beauty 
and the selfless pursuit of truth. The 
possibility of perception and knowledge 
depends on an inner relation between mind 
and the physical universe, and to supply 
this inner relation is the task of religion 
and science, with their kindred arts of 
poetry and music. In the choice of General 
Smuts as President in this centenary year 
the Association most happily symbolises 
the contemporary position of science, in 
which the philosopher is blended with the 
soldier and the statesman. 


Russian Workers. 


A € rman miner, who has returned 
after a year’s work in Russia; tells an 
tale of his experiences. 
According to the Morning Post, he 
explodes one cherished theory of the 
friends of Soviet Russia, who are wont to 
paint glowing pictures of a nation toiling 
for the success of the Five-Year Plan and

aoe ultimate emancipation of the world’s 


workers. Whatever they may do in other 
parts of the country, the workers in the 
Don basin, says our German friend, are 
lazy and careless. Charitably he ascribes 
their indolence to the very low pay that 
they receive, but those who. were 
acquainted with the Russian character 
under the Tsars—and even Bolshevism 
cannot strip the leopard of his spots—wi!l] 
not be surprised to learn that it has not 
changed since those times. After the day s 
labours—or alleged labours—the evenings 
were more than this worthy German could 
endure. No biergarten or genial] converse 
with affable colleagues was to be found in 
that land of ‘‘ comrades.’’ Instead of 
such human relaxations, the ‘‘ wireless ” 
boomed propaganda to the masses, while 
music was doled out grudgingly and 
humour was wholly absent. Russians, of 
course, are not a cheerful race, and, no 
doubt, suffered less from such stern enter- 
tainment than the presumably music-loving 
German. Yet no people can be content 
for ever with a system which reduces them 
to the level of a worker-bee; for, unlike 
these industrious insects, man has a soul 
and works only for an end. The German 
claims that fully eighty per cent. of the 
workers in the Don regarded the Soviet 
Government as an enemy. Intelligent 
organisation in the mine, where he worked, 
was wholly lacking, although it was fitted 
with the latest machinery ; for, whenever 
a decision was required, a conference 
of all officials was summoned, and the 
question was lost in protracted debate. 
Only the members of the Ogpu seemed to 
prosper—a circumstance which, as we may 
suppose, accounts for the continuance of 
the Soviet’s soulless and _ tyrannical 
system. 


At Canning Town. 


On Tuesday evening a room at Canning 
Town contained the two most public men 
in the world. Mr. Charles Chaplin 
visited Mr. Gandhi, and the camera, 
which follows both personages like their 
shadows, has reproduced the memorable 
scene. It is natural that each should be 
curious about the other. They are the 
world’s acknowledged masters of notoriety, 
and they have achieved their positions by 
similar appeals (conscious or unconscious) 
to the popular mind. Perhaps, Mr. 
Chaplin—who always has yearned to play 
“ Hamlet '—could become a great polli- 
tician ; certainly he is a great artist. He 
has built his fame on the knowledge, 
fruit of a triumphant instinct, that the 
eye, not the ear, offers the surest 
approach to the general heart. He in- 
vented a comic figure—bowler-hatted and 
quaintly booted—reinforced it with simple 
and visible tricks of pathos, allowed it to 
speak for itself, and persistently kept his 
mouth shut. To-day that figure bestrides 
both hemispheres like a colossus. The 
milliard frequenters of a hundred thou- 
sand picture-houses in all the continents 
await its coming, and shriek with laughter 
before the ridiculous cane has made its 
first twirl. Mr. Gandhi is an accom- 
plished politician, in whom, perhaps, the 
world has lost a great artist. We say 
“ perhaps,” because his cogent appeal to 
western interest may be accidental. He 
may not have known, or cared, that his 
austere demeanour and practices, his loin- 
cloth, spinning-wheel and goat's milk, 
would have endowed him, in Europe, with 
a wholly artificial importance. If Mr. 
Gandhi had adopted the ordinary clothes 
and customs of political Hindus, he would 
have come to the Round Table Conference 
as an ordinary politician. Instead, the 
solemn, but exceedingly shrewd, ascetic 
comes as a protagonist of the East against 
the West. Again, as in Mr. Chaplin’s 
case, ‘‘ the eyes have it.”

IRISH BUTTER PRICES.

CREAMERIES ADVISED TO 
WAIT FOR RISE, 


‘“ Hold stocks and only sell sparingly,’’ 
is the advice given to Irish 
managers with regard to butter by Mr. 
Semple, of the Irish Creamery Managers’ 
Association, in view of the financial posi- 
tion in England. 

When interviewed by an Irish Times 
representative yesterday Mr. Semple 
stated that Danish butter was arriving 
in England at 135s. f.o.b., which was 10s. 
per cwt. advance on the prices prevailing 
last Saturday. At the moment, he added. 
some very low offers for butter have been 
made to Irish creamery managers both by 
firms in Ireland and across the water, 
and his advice was not to accept those 
offers. He was confident that there would 
be a material advance in the prices of 
butter, but he could not say ihellian it 
would be substantial or not. 

The production of butter between now 
and March 3lst, he explained, will be 
about 25 per cent. less tham it was for the 
same period last year. Colonial prices 
were also advancing, and that in spite 
of the fact that London was alleged to 
be easier; and he believed that Trish 
creameries should be able to secure 125s. 
per cwt. delivered in view of those ad- 
vances. . 

The Secretarv of the Irish Agricultural 
Organisation Society said that he had 
no statement to make on the position 
with regard to butter, eggs or bacon, and 
no advice to offer. 

At the Department of Agriculture the 
Trish Times representative was informed 
that they were unable to give advice to 
anvone as to whether they should hold or 
sell stocks of butter, eggs and bacon. as 
the nrices all denended on what happened 
in England. They added that. with 
regard to butter, it was up to creamerv 
managers to use their own discretion in 
the matter of selling.

A SATISFACTORY DAY. 


The result of yesterday’s business on 
the London Stock Exchange is regarded 
as completely satisfactory. Good business 
was put through, and the rise in Indus- 
trial and other shares, which began so 
strongly in the previous day’s street 
market, was continued. It has, however, 
shown no tendency to get out of control 
and develop into a speculative boom. 

On the other hand, .any uncertainty as 
to maintenance of prices for British 
Government stock at recent levels has 
been dispelled by the excellent recovery in 
the Gilt-edged market following a weak 
opening. 

Prices for most Gilt-edged stock finished 
not far below the levels ruling at the end 
of last week, and it is believed that little 
use had to be made of the support which 
had been arranged to prevent prices from 
falling away too rapidly. 

The failure of a small firm of jobbers 
in the Gilt-edged market had no signi- 
ficance. and failed to stop the recovery of 
quotations. 

In the Industrial market some shares 
closed below the best point of the day. 
but all the leaders showed good rises on 
the final prices of Saturday, when the 
‘“ House ” was last open.

Though sterling rates have still to 
crystallise—yesterday's unofficial rates in 
the major centres are generally a fraction 
below those of Tuesday—world markets 
are settling down to the new conditions 
raised by Great Britain’s suspension of 
the gold standard. 

In the meantime, Reuter messages yes- 
terday show that interest in the crisis 
has shifted momentarily to the United 
States, where a far-reaching wave of wage 
reductions, to take effect on October 1st, 
has been set on foot by the big manufac- 
turing organisations, and where Mi. 
Snowden’s suggestion for a gold confer- 
ence is rapidly gaining influential back- 
ing; and to India, where rumours of heavy 
depreciation in sterling led to a run on 
the Post Office Savings Bank at Karachi 
and a panic on the Bombay bullion 
market. Confidence returned later when 
the news of the London opening exchanges 
was received. 

From Brazil comes the encouraging news 
that British importers are already under- 
quoting their American rivals, and the 
continued low sterling rate is expected to 
boost British importa. 


FRANCE. 

The first shocks which followed the 
decision of the British Government to 
suspend the gold standard having passed, 
the situation is being regarded in Paris 
with more composure and in an optimistic 
spirit. The market has improved. 


AMERICA. 

The Stock market, says Reuter’s New 
York Correspondent, opened firm yester- 
day, with advances of one to two points on 
several pivotal stocks, including United 
States Steel, Baltimore, American Tele- 
phone and American Can. The announce- 
ment that the ban on short selling had 
been removed seems to have improved the 
tone, which became buoyant. 

Sterling opened at 4.14, being six cents 
down. 

The cotton market also advanced 
violently, gaining a dollar to a dollar and 
a quarter a bale.

TRADE BRIGHTER.

\W/aLe unwilling to commit <sreng oe 
yet to any definite forecast, business 
circles in Belfast are quietly optimistic 
regarding the effects of the suspension of 
the gold standard. 

The steady decline in recent years of the 
linen industry to its present very low ebb, 
with several factories entirely closed down 
and a great proportion of the workers of 
the industry unemployed, has been always 
attributed in part to a premature return 
to the Fe standard, which has raised the 
price oí Irigh linen in foreign markets and 
reduced the price of foreign linen in home 
markets. The depreciation of sterling, 
therefore, will have, the same effect as a 
reduction in costs of production for goods 
supplied to overseas markets simultaneous 
with a tariff to protect the home market. 


THE BALANCE OF TRADE. 


Indeed, it was suggested to me to-day 
by Mr. Malcolm Gordon, the President of 
the Belfast Chamber of Commerce, that a 
considerable further fall in the value of 
the pound would be desirable. 

‘TI think it is too soon vet,” he said, 
“to say very much about the situation, 
but the whole trouble is that we must 
either get more exports or reduce our im- 
ports in order to balance trade. Our costs 
of production and wages have been too 
high to get more exports, and the only 
way we could increase them is by reducing 
wages. 

‘* Reducing the value of the pound has 
the effect of reducing the value of wages, 
and that is the only thing that will save 
the country. Maintaining the value of the 
pound by entirely artificial means was 
merely putting off the inevitable. If the 
Labour Party will not allow wages and the 
dole to be cut, the value of the pound must 
come down. 

““ For exports this does not raise prices 
to the foreigner—it only raises the internal 
value here of the raw material that is 
imported. | 

‘* But, while any reduction in the value 
of the pound will be helpful, the present 
reduction, amounting to only about ten 


per cent., 1s such a small item that I do 


not think it will have very much effect. 
If it is to increase our exports materially, 
there must be a reduction of about twenty- 
five or thirty per cent.” 


LINEN MANUFACTURE. 

Linen manufacturers whom I inter- 
viewed all confessed that they had not yet 
had time to ‘size up ” the situation 
sufficiently well to make any definite pro- 
nouncement, but they agreed that the 
outlook seemed bright. Flax and yarns, 
great quantities of which are imported, 
would be dearer, but it was felt that this 
would not be an important item in view 
of the opening up of export markets that 
could be expected. 

An atmosphere of calmness prevailed, 
too, at the re-opening of the Belfast Stock 
Exchange, where business was absolutely 
normal. 

“I think that the closing of the Ex- 
change for the last two days has had an 
effect which is all to the good,’’ Mr. W. 
Taylor, the chairman, remarked to me; 
‘‘for business has been perfectly steady. 
The trend of prices has shown, indeed, 
that any apprehension which might have 
existed at the beginninz of the day after- 
wards passed off. War Loan, for instance, 
rose from 944 to 95}.”’ 


PRICES IN THE SHOPS. 

Among shopkeepers the general opinion 
is that no immediate jump in prices is 
to be feared. Although an increase is 
inevitable if sterling falls to a very low 
level or continues at its present level for 
any appreciable length of time, it is con- 
sidered that the quantity of stocks now 
held is sufficient to allow prices to remain 
unchanged for the present. 

The manager of a large bakery informed 
me that he did not expect any important 
increase in the price of wheat, which is 
now below the 1914 level, because of the 
glut of supplies and the number of sellers 
who are competing for markets. 

Farmers also, while continuing to reap 
the advantage of having cheap feeding- 
stuffs. may hope to compete better in the 
British markets against Denmark, Argen- 
tina and other competitors. 3 


THE SHIPBUILDING. 


For the shipbuilding imdustry the cir- 
cumstances which have to be considered 
are more involved. While it will be im- 
possible for some time to come to cal- 
culate the effects of the financial changes, 
it is feared that what shipping companies 
will gain in the wav of business from 
iucreased exports will be entirely offset 
by the loss of import trade to these 
islands—the greater part of Which, it 
should be pointed out, is carned in 
British ships. 

As they suffer less from foreign com- 
petition. shipbuilders will benefit less than 
some other industries from the reduction 
of wage values, and, in any case, there 
is a possibility of a rise in the price of 
steel to counteract even that reduction. 
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tion of the lira as fixed by the law of 
December 12th, 1927. on which the 
economic life of the country has been based 
for four years. Hence there will be no 
change in the convertibility of notes into 
gold or its equivalent in foreign currency. 

The Ministry of Finance announces, says 
Reuter’s Rome Correspondent, that from 
vesterday until further notice negotiations 
for long-term contracts on the exchanges 
for bear operations shall be suspended.

SOUTH AFRICA. 

The Johannesburg Stock Exchange 
opened as usual yesterday.

Generally, the market 
was firm, with a tendency to harden, and 
closed easier. 

Mr. Creig, chairman of the Board of 
Governors, told Reuter that the market 
did not know where it was.

No change in Egypt's monetary system 
is anticipated yet, though the Govern- 
ment is closely watching the situation.

OWNER’S STORY OF MEN

ENNIS, Wednesday. 

HE discovery and examination of a 

motor car found abandoned on the 

side of the road near Loughrea, County 

Galway, has given rise to the theory that 

it is the same car as was used by the 

armed men who attacked the house of Mr. 

James Lynch, State Solicitor, at Ennis on 
Monday night, 14th September. 

The owner of the car is a man named 
Keane, who resides with his sister near 
Craughwell, in the County Galway. 
Craughwell is about 32 miles from Ennis. 
On Monday evening, 14th inst., about 
three and a half hours before the attack on 
Mr. Lynch’s house, three unknown young 
men called to Keane's home. 


REVOLVERS DRAWN. 


Stating that they had met with a break- 
down, they asked Keane to take out his 
motor car to enable them complete their 
journey. A conversation followed, and 
Keane's suspicions were aroused by the 
statements and the demeanour of the men. 
Not wishing to take out his car he made 
alternative suggestions to the men, but 
these were rejected. 

The discussion was brought to a verv 
sudden termination by the production of 
two revolvers, with which the men covered 
Keane. who was then ordered to hand over 
the switch key of the car. The key was 
surrendered, and a few minutes after- 
wards the men departed in the stolen 
motor car. 

After the attack in Ennis it is surmised 
that the car was driven by a devious route 


out of the County Clare so as to avoid | 


Civic Guard barracks and _ populous 
centres, and was eventually abandoned 
near Loughrea, where it was found on the 
day following the Ennis shooting. 


BULLET FOUND. 


Examination of the car, which is a Ford 
De Luxe, saloon model, revealed that one 
shot had apparently been fired inside the 
vehicle. A bullet had entered the fibre 
upholstery on the metal support between 
the two side doors, and, striking the metal. 
had ricochetted and ploughed through the 
fibre for a distance of about four inches. 
When the fibre covering was slit with a 
penknife the bullet dropped out and was 
found to be a .45 revolver bullet. similar 
to some bullets which had been discovered 
embedded - door of Mr. Lynch’s 
house. 

At the time that the car was stolen the 
tank had been almost full of petrol, and 
when found on the roadside the tank con- 
tained only about two gallons. With the 
exception of the bullet mark no other 
damage had been done to the car. which 
was driven back to the owner under its 
own power. 


SILENT COUNTRYSIDE. 


The Civic Guard, under the direction of 
Chief Superintendent F. O'Duffy, who has 
charge of the investigations, are stil] pur- 
suing exhaustive inquiries into the out- 
rage, but are confronted with considerable 
difficulties. Identification of the per- 
petrators of a wel! planned crime is at any 
time an exceedingly difficult task, but in 
certain parts of the Free State the diffi- 


‘culty is enormously increased when the 


crime is of political origin, as has been 
suggested in the case under investigation. 

Walls of silence are erected against 
official inquiries; hence the obtaining of 
trustworthy evidence is well-nigh im- 
possible as far as political outrages are 
concerned. 

The Guards are, however, hopeful that 
some person or persons with a sense of 
civic responsibility, who may have seen 
the car and its occupants on the night of 
Monday, 14th September, may yet come 
forward with information as to what they 
saw.

SPEAKS FOR HOUR AND

Gandhi addressed a meeting of 
M.P.’s, representative of all parties, in 
a committee room at the House of 
Commons last night. His speech lasted 
an hour and forty-five minutes, and after- 
wards he answered questions, ' 

Discussing safeguards, he argued that 
the European’ minority “needed no 
guarantees if they came as friends. 
British trade needed no protection if it 
was friendly, and no protection would 
protect it if it was inimicable to the 
interests of India. If there was an equal 
partnership, three hundred millions would 
always buy British goods, provided they 
were as good as those of other nations. 

Much amusement was caused bv Mr. 
Gandhi's reply to a question about the 
maintenance of order if the British Army 
withdrew. What. he was asked. was there 
to prevent the Mohr™mmedan fighting races 
exterminating the Hindus? 

Mr. Gandhi replied that he had no fear 
of that. but. even if thev did. there would 
still be Indians, and it wovld not he too 
great a price to pay for Indian liberty.

SCIENCE AND THE 
UNIVERSE.

The Times to-day, in a Jeading artic!.: 
on Science and the Universe, comments on 
the address of General Smuts to the 
British Association. The article con- 
cludes : —General Smuts admitted that all 
might not agree with his rendering of the 
world picture, and that the world picture 
of to-morrow would in all probability be 
very different from any which could be 
sketched to-day. Kven so, in all the 
philosophies of the past, sages have tried 
to combine science and philosophy into 
picture of the whole. Let us admit that 
General Smuts has had at his disposal a 


| vastly greater basis of scientific observa- 


tions than the materials of philosophers 
of other ages, and that he has combine l 
them with ingenuity and fervour; but 
lines of any length subtend an equal angie 
at the infinite. Can the contained compre- 
hend the container ; can any measuring-rod 
of the human intellect suffice to probe the 
universe ? 

Probably all men of science and all 
philosophers put to the question would 
vive the same answer; but in their re 
actions to welt anschauwungen (word pic- 
tures), and especially in the sphere al 
science, these men fall into two groups. 
There are those who regard science as an 
incompetent or irrelevant witness in the 
courts of religion and philosophy. Such 
was Faraday, whose memory is now being 
celebrated—a man of supreme scientific 
achievement, and yet a fervent believer in 


| a very 


narrow creed. Such was Kelvin. 
great in physical science, and almost 
C'alvinistic in religious dogma. Such was 
Pasteur, supreme in biology, and yet with 
a simple faith of a Catholic peasant. Such 


| are the Catholics in the religious sense of 


the word, and their compeers in other 
religions ; and such also are the agnostics 
separating the unknowable from what is 
known or within the possibility of 
knowledge. 


THE HUMAN INTELLECT. 


There are those, on the other hand, who, 
in a very broad sense, may be called 
Protestants, valiant belicvers in the power 
of the human intellect to steer over the 
most perilous seas. Such are the 
Modernists. in whose psychology the 
doctrines of relativity or of evolution, 
come to the aid of dogmatic truth, and the 
vuantum is full of comfort. Such was 
Paley surveying the watch at his feet, and 
such are most of the philosophers, whether 
their world-pictures include or exclude 
religion. 

Their trouble is that they must always 
labour a little behind the advance of 
science, so that before their pictures are 
framed and varnished, some of the pig- 
ments have lost their value; but they are 
bold adventurers, responding to one of 
the deepest instincts of humanity; and

SRINAGAR (KASHMIR), 
Wednesday, 

Ninety casualties, including two persons 
seriously injured, are reported to have 
been received by the troops and Govern- 
ment officers engaged in suppressing a riot 
of Moslems here to-day. High officials 
are among those slightly hurt. 

The rising broke out at several points of 
the city, and cries were raised against the 
local ruler. At one place a military 
picket was surrounded and compelled to 
fire, killing two Moslems and severely 
wounding two others. One of the injured 
was removed to Jamamusijid, and received 
attention from Colonel Hugo, Director cf 


the Medical Service. and Dr. Vosper, of 


the Mission Hospital. 

At another point a cavalry charge, 
which resuited in one death, was neces. 
sary to disperse the moh. Four Moslems 
were killed and six injured before order 
was restored.

'THE Government's majority on the second reading of the Finance Bill 
in the House of Commons last night was hfty-nine. 


Mr. Pethick-Lawrence (late Financial Secretary to the Treasury) 
opened the debate by moving the rejection of the bill, on the ground that 
it inflicted disproportionate hardships on those who were least able to bear 
new taxes, and treated with comparative leniency the resources of the rich 


and of those who lived on unearned incomes. 


Sir John Simon urged that, in view of the suspension of the gold 
standard, the passing of the bill was more urgent than ever. He appealed 
for united ‘support of the Government. 

Lord Hugh Cecil reminded the Opposition that, in this crisis, it was 
not the bankers whom they had to consider, so much as the investors, in 
whose satisfaction the credit of the country had its foothold. 


Major Elliot concluded the debate. 


MOTION TO REJECT THE BILL 


Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 


To-day’s debate in the Commons on the 
motion for the second reading of the Finance 
Bill was opened by Mr. Pethick-Lawrence, 
who asked the House to reject the measure, 
on the ground that it inflicted dispro- 
poitionate hardships upon those least able to 
bear new taxes, and treated with comparative 
jeniency tlhe resources of the rich and those 
who lived upon unearned incomes. 

Dealing with the suspension of the gold 
standard, Mr. Pethick-Lawrence said that, if 
any attemnt had been made to mobilise foreign 
securities held by British subjects, that, of 
itself, would have had a very considerable 
efiect in steadying the exchange. With 
regard to the disunited front, that did not 
arise from the attitude of the Labour Party, 
but from the inherent injustice of the 
Government’s proposals, which imposed upon 
all sections of people burdens of varying 
kinds. It was impossible to break contracts 
and commit violent social injustice and yet 
preserve a united front. 

The Chancellor ought not to blame his 
colleagues in the late Government, because, 
had they stood by him, the party as a whole 
would have revolted. The one thing which 
characterised the finance of the Chancellor 
was its oscillatory character. In April last 
he took an optiinistic view of the situation. 
In September he reversed the wheel and threw 
the passengers into difficulties, 


“GROSSLY UNFAIR.” 


The Budget was being balanced in a grossly 
unfair manner. It was one of the cardinal 
principles of taxation that burdens should be 
borne equally between different sections of the 
population. At it was, the public services 
were being driven below the level of 
outside occupaticns, and this was an 
juvitation to private employers to make 
similar cuts.”” If it was unfair to 
make these ‘‘ cuts ’’ before we went off

_ the gold standard, it was a monstrous thing 


to do it now. He did not deny that there 
was a possibility of a revival of trade, and 
no doubt if that happened, and there was a 
consequent fall in unemployment, the Govern- 
ment would take all the credit for it.

SIR J. SIMON’S REMINDER. 


Sir John Simon said that the majority of 
members and the majority in the country 
admired the course which the Chancellor had 
followed in this crisis, and they were confi- 
dent that the bill was in the best interests 
of the nation. The main question the public 
wanted to have answered was how far the 
suspension of the gold standard affected the 
necessity for passing the Finance Bill into 
law. He would urge that what had 
happened in the last few dav; 
made the passage of the Finance Bill 
more urgent than ever. If the State, by 
rigid retrenchment and by unpleasant taxa- 
tion, was able to meet its current expendi- 
ture out of revenue, without recourse to 
borrowing, we were quite safe from the risks 
of inflation. 

The stability of the British financial 
system could only be preserved in present 
circumstances if the proposed methods were 
continued, and enforced without any 
whittling down. i 


THE TWO ANCHORS. 


It was true that we had now parted with 
the anchor of the gold standard,’ but we 
still had the anchor «f a resolute determina- 
tion to restore financial stability—it was an 
anchor equal to the strain, standing alone, if 
they did not themselves begin to weaken it. 
(Ministerial cheers.) He disagreed with the 
suggestion made, that the fact that this 
country had gone off the gold standard auto- 
matically disposed of the probiem of an 
adverse trade balance. It was absurd to 
suppose tuat the mere removal of the gold 
staiklard could provide all that could be pro- 
vided by an intelligent and discriminate re- 
striction of imports. (Loud Ministerial 
chee.s.) They could net do much by a cut- 
and thrust detailed debate. Their duty was 
to give united support to the Finance Bill. 
and to support and place confidence in an 
Administration that was prepared to look at 
the new situation which had been created 
with unprejudiced eyes. (Cheers. )

MAJOR ELLIOT’S REPLY. 


Major Elliet, replying to the debate, said 
that it seemed to be generally agreed that the 
majority of the new taxes proposed were 
necessary in the present emergency. The 
chief quarrel seemed to be in regard to the 
taxation of lower incomes. In regard to that 
he would point out that Mr. W. Graham, 
whose name headed the amendment for the 
rejection of the bill, had, on September 3rd, 
advocated a re-grading of income tax to reach 
the lower ranges of income. But though 
there had been a re-grading, a married man 
with three children, and an income up to 
£300, paid nothing now. A man similarly 
situated, with an income of £700, paid £45 
11s. ód. in 1924-25, and he would now pay £48 
2s. 6d. These figures disposed of the conten 
tion that the lower ranges of income taxpayers 
had been struck now with a peculiar severity 
which would destroy the standard of living.

MODEL AT THE MANSION 
HOUSE,

The Housing Committee of the Dublin Cor- 
ean have had erected in the Supper 

oom of the Mansion House a canvas and 
wood model of tenement flats of a type which 
would provide slum dwellers with hygienie 
habitations, 

This specimen dwelling consists of three 
rooms—a living room, with kitchenette ac- 
commodation; a seullery, with hot and cold 
bath; a large and a small bedroom. The 
aceommodation includes gas and electri¢ 
fittings. It is estimated that the building 
cost of every flat would be something under 
£400. 

The Minister for Local Government and 
Public. Health in the Free State yesterday 
inspected the model. He was received at the 
Mansion House by the Lord Mayor, Mrs.

Maud Walsh, Vice-Chairman of the Housing 
Committee, and several councillors and Cor- 
peration officials. 

Mr. H O'Rourke, City Architect, explained 
the model to the Minister, who was informed 
that an approximate estimate of acquiring 
and clearing a central city site for such flats 
would bring the ultimate cost up to £550. It 
was stated that these extra costs would 
involve an annual subsidy of £25 per annum, 
whereas the aim of the Corporation was to 
let flats at 7s. a week. Any difference would 
fall upon Corporation funds and ultimately on 
the ratepayers. 

Mr. Mulcahy expressed himself deeply im- 
pressed with the difficulties that the Dublin 
Corporation had to face. 

Alderman Thomas Kelly, who also inspected 
the model, urged the simplification of the 
processes by which public bodies were com- 
pelled to acquire property for slum clearance 
purposes, in order that legal costs and valua- 
tion awards might be minimised. 

The Lord Mayor said that what the Cor- 
poration wanted was a flat dwelling scheme, 
in which the total cost per dwelling would 
not exceed £400.

HE Tariff Commission continued its 

| sittings yesterday in the Boardroom of 

the Department of se a ae Upper 

Merrion street, Dublin. Mr. H. O’Friel, 

Chairman, presided, and the other members 

of the Commission present were Professor 
T. A. Smiddy and Mr. D. Twomey. . 

Mr. Robert B. Scott, farmer, Baliina, Co 
Mayo, giving evidence against the imposition 
of a tariff on oats, said that he opposed the 
the taviff because the Free State did not pro- 
duce enough oats for its requirements, Chins- 
tie conditions plaved a big part against grain 
growing in the Free State, because most ot 
the crop grew too rich, causing the crop to 
fall down. ‘This caused the grain crop to 
“ fill,”” losing half of its producing qualities 
For these reasons farmers in the midlands 
had given up growing grain. In Ireland they 
had to depend largely on imported grain for 
their supply. Oats was the crop that gave 
the Irish farmer the least return. One Irish 
acre of dats at best produced £13, whereas 
one Irish acre of potatoes of low valae pru- 
duced £30, and one Irish acre of turnips 
averaged £20. The more food consumed on 
the farm the better the resuits, and a tariff 
would cause a searcity for Trish ¢onsumption. 
He ccnsidered that grain imports were a raw 
material, and that the imposition of a tariff 
would result in a loss to the consumer. 


FEEDING OF STOCK, 


Replying to questions put by the Chairman. 
the witness said that he was a practical 
farmer of over 40 years’ experience, and farmed 
200 acres. About 30 acres were under tillage, 
and of these abuat ven were under oats. He 
used all his oats for feeling his 
stock. The people were educated to increase 
the feeding of stock, and a great quantity 
of oats was used; and he found oats the 
best food.. In Mayo they could not produce 
nearly as much oats as they required, and 
he had to get some over from Liverpool, 
whereas he would use Irish oats if he could 
get them. If they in Mayo bought oats from 
other counties in Íreland, the cost of carriage 
made the foodstuff teo dear. Í they could 
get lower railway rates, they would gladly 
take the oats from Wicklow, Wexford, cr 
other parts of Ireland 

In Mavo they could not grow any more 
oats than they were growing, as some of 
the other crops paid better. They had 
potatoes as the mam crop, turnips came 
second, and oats last of all. 

Witness said that, in his opinion, if a 
tariff was imposed on oats it weuld put up 
the price in the home market. The freight 
on oats taken frem Wicklow to Mayo by rail 
was higher than having them shipped from 
Liverpool. | 


THE SMALL FARMER. 


Mr. James Murphy, representing Messrs. 
Murphy Bros., wholesale merchants and 
millers, Ballina, gave evidence in support of 
the case against a tariff on oats. He said 
that a duty en imported cats would tend 
to increase the price of all oats, and this, 
in turn, would reduce consumption, while 
alternative feeding staffs, such as Indian 
meal, feeding cakes, ete., could be purchased 
at a relatively lower cost. In counties such 
as Mayo even prohibition of imports would 
not increase the production of oats to any 
appreciable extent while other crops paid 
better. The smaller farmers were the prin- 
cipal buyers of oats for poultry and general 
feeding, and this form of industry should 
not be hamperid. 

He considered that there was grave danger 
in putting the price of oats out of line with 
other feeding stuffs, because it might reduce 
the demand for eats, and cther feeding stuffs 
might be substituted. He had personal 
knowledge that £1 per tón paid in Mavo 
above the Midland market prices did not

RULING PRICES. 


At this stage the Chairman said that before 
taking any further evidence there was one 
thing he would like to say. At the previous 
day's sitting of the Commission a witness 
stated that the price being offered by mer- 
chants for this season’s home-grown oats was 
considerably under the price ruling for im- 
ported oats. The prices referred to were 
tbout 8s. per. barrel for home-grown vats 
and Its. 6d. per barrel for imported. The 
priees were not comparable, as the home- 
grown was new season's black oats, whilst 
the importell was best quality white oats. 
The Commission had since ascertained that

FOR THE TARIFF. 


Mr. Wilfred Tighe, Rathnew, County 
Wicklow, representing the Wicklow Urban 
Council, then gave evidence in support’ of 
the case for the imposition of a tariff on 
cats. He said that County Wicklow oats 
had always a large demand across the water. 
particularly in the Southern counties of 
Kngland, for seed purposes. Importation of 
Russian and German oats had completely 
glutted the Irish markets. and no shipments 
trom Ireland had been made for the past 
two years. In consequence of the importa- 
tion of oats there had been a large decline 
In the oat crop in County Wicklow, and the 
cultivation of oats would cease altogether if 
the farmers were unable to obtain a reason- 
ahle nrice for their cron. 

Wieklow Harbour had met with very 
heavy ‘oss for the past two years owing to 
the fact that there were no shipments of 
vats across the water. 


EXPERT EVIDENCE. 


?rofessor E. J. Sheehy, B.Sc.. Lecturer on 
Animal Nutrition, Upiversity College. Dublin, 
vave evidence regarding the suitability for 
feeding purposes of various foodstuffs, in- 
eluding oats. The main difference. he said, 
lay in the content of the fibre and water. 
libre, which was the least useful part of 
the drv matter of a food, was present in 
oats and bran to the extent of about 10 per 
ceut., while the quantity of it in barley was 
about half, and in maize and wheat about 
one quarter of that in oats. 

Mr. J. N. Greene, representing South Kil- 
dare farmers, called attention to statements 
in the renort of the previous day’s procced- 
ings to the effect that Trish oats of the same 
quality were selling considerably lower than 
Russian oats, it beine stated that. in one 
instance they were old oats. and in another 
that they were fresh oats. He (Mr. Greene) 
wished to say that they were not comparable 
with regard to prices. He did not admit that 
Irish oats of similar quality sell at a lower 
price than foreign oats. as published anota- 
tions wonld nrove. Mr. Greene. as Chair- 
man of the Beet Growers’ Association. also 
expressed agreement with the statement 
made by the Chairman of the Commission 
with recard to the commarison of prices of 
new and old season's oats. 

The Commission adjourned until to-day.

. pealed to the public to support 
Irish goods. e do not believe 
that sentiment will ever succeed in putimg 
our Irish industries on a firm footing. There 
must be protection, not only for agricultural 
produce, but for every othet industry suited 
to thé country. and this is the only way that 
agriculture and manufactures can be ;ut cD 
a basis of permapent success. 
go said Mr. Thomas MacKeogh (Dublin), 
whe. presided at the annual meeting of the 
Farmers’ Protection Association, at ó St. 
Stephen's Gieen, Dublin, yesterday. The 
attendance comprised farmers from many 
parts of the Saorstat. 

Mr. MacKeogh went on to say that the 
meeting was being held in an extraordinary 
crisis, which might have far-reaching effects 
on agricuiture. Prices for all classes of agri- 
cultural produce had fallen to the lowest 
level recorded in their time. In the Dublin 
Market last Thursday fat cattle were sold at 
a jower rate than had prevailed for the past 
twenty years, and the prices obtained for 
sheep. wool and pigs shared in the general 
debacle. 


BLESSING IN DISGUISE. | 

The unexpected set-back which British 
finance had received might prove to the 
farmers a blessing im disguise. The fall in 
value of the British pound made the import 
of foreign supplies to Britain dearer, and 
consequently caused a greater concentration 
in the purchase of home supplies. By the 
reduction of competition from foreign sources, 
farmers would experience greater demand for 
home produce, and there should be an 
improvement in the markets for home-grown 
oats, wheat, barley and other farm produce, 
as well as for cattle and pigs. Lands 
brought under tillage led to an increase in 
stock, and a _ corresponding increase in 
employment. 

While many, continued Mr. MacKeogh, 
looked upon the cattle export trade as a main 
source of wealth in the Free State, it* would 
surprise people to learn that the money 
derived from it was more than absorbed by 
the amounts paid away for foreign oats, 
wheat, barley, flour, maize and maize meai 
imported. The value of these imports for the 
month of Jcly was £640,000, while the 
anrount realised by the export of fat cattle 
was £619,428. 

The programme of the Farmers’ Protection 
Association appealed to the interests of 7,000 
farmers in the County Dublin, as well as 
large numbers 1m the adjoining counties. Its 
demands were full for de-rating, a mora- 
torium on land annuities, and other charges, 
in consequence of the prevailing depression, 
protection for agriculture and industries, 
prohibition of all unnecessary imports, the 
development jof the home market as a ineans 
of finding work for those now idle, and more 
economic public expenditure by the central 
government and local administration. ‘he 
farmers demanded to be protected against 
harassing costs and seizures for arrears. 


DUMPED BACON. 

Turning to the _ bacon industry, Mr. 
MacKeogh said that the pig and bacon trade 
were being rendered uneconomic by the 
dumping of foreign bacon, which, during the 
seven months of this year, was valued at 
over £800,000, while the export of Irish 
becon had fallen to nearly £600,000. It was 
not the quantity of foreign oats rm ported 
that told; it was the fact that the home 
xroducer must reduce his price to the foreign 
i” el when he sold. 

The farmers, added Mr. MacKeogh, have 
no faith in the present ‘l'ariff Commission, 
which they regard as a Government Sub- 
Ccmmittec. The question of protection was too 
urgent and important to bepiaced inthe hands of 
a body which had proved too slow and 
costly. As a result of bad prices the finan- 
cial position of the farmers was one of para- 
mount urgency, calling for immediate remedy. 
Most of them would ind it utterly impossible 
to pay this year’s rent ‘and rates unless 
tandamentsl changes in | sg were adopted, 
or a very substantial advance im prices ob- 
tained. (Applause.) 


ASSOCIATION’S WORK. 

The report, read by the hon. secretary, 
Mr. JI. IJlart, outlined the work done by 
the Association since its formation in Octo- 
ber, 1930 Their agitation had resulted in 
an addition of three-quarters of a million 
pounds to the grant for agricultural relief, 
which had benefited the farmers in County 
Dublin to the extent of abowt 20 per cent. in 
the rates for the current year. 

In addition, legislation had now been 
passed fixing the appointed day Im the cases 
of unvested tenant purchasers under the Land 
Act, and reducing the annual ms Fr. 
able by them to the level of the standard 
purchase annuity. 


FULL DE-RATING. 
Mr. B. F O'Beirne (Drumana) proposed 


the tollowing resolutions :— 

(1) In view of the depreciation in farm 
produce and live stock, the meeting demand 
that the Free State Government immediately 
adopt a full de-rating scheme, and also put 
into force a moratorium on land auunities 
and rents. 

(2) Farmers" family obligations have a 
prior claim on the existing low profits from 
farming, and make relief m respect of other 
charges an urgent necessity. 

(3) That tariffs be imposed on imports of 
foreign oats and bacon, which compete against 
Free State produce and cause decline in prices. 

(4) Imports of wheat should be controlled, 
so as to preserve a larger share of the home 
market for home-grown wheat, and by con- 
trolling the import of flour maintain the mull- 
ing industry and allied trades as a source of 
employment for workers now idle. 

(5) There should be restrietion on every 
other kind of foreign importation that. com- 
petes against commodities and materials pro- 
duced in the Free State. 

When proposing the _ resolations, Mr. 
O’ Beirne inquired for Mr. BekKon. 

The Chairman informed him that, while 
acknowledging the geod that Mr. Belton bad 
done for his country, they were foretd to 
send him hack his subscriptions, as they could 
not pull with him. 
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WORKING FOR NOTHING. 
Mr. J. J. Rooney, ex-T.D., seconding the 


resolutions, said that for the last few years 
the farmers had been working for nothing. 
They were paying their way with capital, and 
the great need of the moment amongst them was 
organisation. While the price of agricultural 
produce was much the same as it was in 1914, 
the cost of agricultural labour was twice what 
it had been If the Government would act 
boldly and place farmers in a position to 
produce their products at an economic price 
the country would boom immediately and un- 
employment in the rural districts would be 
elininated. There was a move, he understcod, 
to establish a new political party, but there 
was not much chance of suecess with three 
highly-orangised political parties in the field. 

Mr. Patrick Mooney, Fettercairn, Clon- 
dalkin, said that the farmer should pay no 
road maintenance; they should be maintained 
by the "bus and lorry owners and motorists 
who used them 

Mr. 
Mills, Tipperary (Chairman of the Irish In- 
dustrial velopment Association), said that 
though he was a strong protectionist he did 
not look on tariffs from a purely sectional 
standpoint He believed that tarifis should be 
imposed for the purpose of benefiting the com- 
munity as 2 whole. The use of their native 
wool had been declining, and owing to 
world depression their native wool was 
literally a drug on the market. The 
greater portion of ready-made clothing coming 
into this country was not made cut of Iri: 
wool. Wool was cheaper than it had been 
for over a century. heir economic system 
since the Onion had been a wrong one, and 
it was only by multiplying the consumer at 
home that the ultimate prosperity of the 
farmer was to be secured. 

The resolutions were passed.

The telegrams, which are from Nanking 
and are of to-day's date, include the follow- 
ing :— a 

“ Reports from Harbin, Tuesday, Kirin 
still burning and being looted. Chinese 56th 
Regiment exterminated, Kirin; casualties— 
Japanese be 60, Chinese troops 105. Re- 
ported from Harbin Provincial Government, 
officials retreated to Panshik; Chinese police 
functioning, but forced to don Japanese 
uniforms. Japanese formed Public Safety 
Maintenance Committee, with seven Chinese, 
eight Japanese members, all under direction 
Japanese military headquarters. — 

‘These telegrams were communicated to the 
Secretary-General of the League, with a 
request that they should be circulated to 
members of the Council. 


NEGOTIATIONS CONTINUING. | 

The public meeting of the League Council 
called for this evening, to discuss the 
Japanese-Chinese confliet, had to be adjourned 
owing to the continued sitting of the 
representatives of the four big Powers—Great 
Britain, France, Germany, and !taly. The 
subject of the discussions is belteved to he 
that the Japanese representative has received 
his Government's reply to the League request, 
and that Japan is unable to accept the pro- 
posed inquiry by the League in Manchuria. 

When the private sitting broke up, after 
nearly two hours, it was learned that the 
negotiations are still proceeding. The 
Japanese representative furnished a statement 
of the events in Manchuria up to the Clst 
inst., and added that his Government was 
doing everything possible not to aggravate 
the situation. 

The renort current that the Chinese delega 
tion would make a statement at to-morrow s 
plenary meeting of the Assembly is denied in 
authoritative quarters.

EXTENSION BELIEVED 
INEVITABLE. 
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From Rervuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

That Germany should take the initta- 
tive under the terms of the Young Plan for 
an extension of the moratorium for repara- 
tions payments is the opinion held by 
President Hoover, according to the 
Washington Correspondent of the Balt: 
‘more Sun. On the basis of reports from 
Mr. Mellon, the United States Treasurer, 
President Hoover believes,says the corre- 
spondent, that an extension of the mora- 
torium beyond July Ist next is inevitable, 
and the White House is understood to be 
agreeable to a proposal for a further two 
years’ extension. 7 

President Hoover does not think that 
the present situation can be helped by a 
proposal emanating from him for an ex- 
tension of the moratorium, but holds that 
the machinery provided by the Young Plan 
should be used by Germany to obtain a 
moratorium for payment of reparations, 
after which the Allied Governments could 
take up the question of a moratorium of 
War debts with the United States. 

The question of future reparations and 
War debts is certain to be discussed 
between President Hoover and M. Laval, 
the French Premier, if the latter visits the 
White House, and it is hoped that by the 
time Congress ratifies the one-year mora 
torium in December, the United States 
and France will have come to an agreement 
as to what should be done. Then the way 
would be open for Germany to apply for a 
moratoriam from reparations payments 
under the Young Plan.

DUBLIN BUILDING TRADES’ 
ACTION. 
By Our LABOUR CoRRESPONDENT. 

The dumping of cheap clothing into 
Dublin and the Irish Free State is not only a 
great concern of the clothiers, but is also 
engaging the attention of various organisa- 
tions representing the workers of the country, 
who must suffer if these imported articles find 
a place on the market. For some time the 
Dublin Building Trades Group has been in 
communication with the Department for 
Industry and Commerce on the matter with a 
view to seeing how the situation could be 
dealt with, but I learn that they were in- 
formed that the department had no power 
to prevent the importation. 

The matter will be further discussed at a 
meeting of the group, to be held at the end 
of the week, when any further action to be 
taken will be decided upon.

WELLINGTON, N.Z., Wednesday 
WU most important and pleasing iacts 
ES emerge from the acceptance by the New 
Zealand Rugby Union of the invitation 
sent by the Rugby Unions of England, Ire 
land, Seotland, and Wales for a New Zealand 
team to tour Great Britain and Ireland during 
the season 1936-37. 

The first is that Scotland, having associated 
themselves with this invitation, will play the 
New Zealand team of 1936-37 after a lapse 
of thirtv-one years. The New Zealanders 
are looking forward with delight to meeting 
Scotland again. 

There is another side to the 
which brings them much satisfaction. Until 
recently the rules of New Zealand Rugby 
differed on several points from international 
rules. In New Zealand a player was not 
ailawed to kick into Ga intentionally 
except when he stood within his own 25.

They were also allowed to replace injured 
players. For the visit of the British team to 
New Zealand last year, however, the New 
Zealanders played under International Board 
rules, and shortly afterwards they reverted 
permanently to international rules. The) 
believe that the invitation they have just 
received and accepted is in ene sense the 
fruic of their action m coming back to rules 
which are universally recognised throughout 
the Rugby world. 

The last All Black team, which

BUSINESS AS USUAL.

After two days’ closure the Stock Exchange 
opened to-day with a considerably higher 
tange of prices for all the leading Industrial 
Shares and South African mining and finance 
descriptions. -Home Rails were also advanced 
appreciably+in fact, everything that is 
expected to benefit from improved trade 
showed an appreciation. Further, there was 
no restriction upon dealings, and there were 
no minimum prices for Gilt-edged securities, 
which some people had expected. The re- 
opening was thus in striking contrast with 
the semi-panicky conditions that obtained, 
especialiy in the Gilt-edged section, on the 
unfortunate day chosen for the resumption of 
Saturday business. The improvement was 
not wholly due to the belief that the -suspen- 
sion of the gold standard will stimulate the 
country’s export business. In a measure it 
represented the relief that what previously 
would have ‘been considered an adverse 
development had been definitely announced 
and its full import recognised. In addition, 
of course, there was no prospect of a flaod 
of selling on foreign account, such as that 
' which had so pronounced an effect upon 
prices towards the end of last week. Such 
selling might have been attempted had it 
not been for the Government restriction upon 
foreign exchange transactions. 


Some Considerations. 


4t is to be hoped that the upward move- 
ment in prices will not be carried too far. 
So far it is based mainly on prospects, and 
these have yet to be realised. An improve- 
ment in the country’s trade is essential, but 
a considerable time must elapse before the 
improvement is sufficient to enable iron and 
steel companies which have been out of the 
dividend list for years to make reasonable 
distributions on their Ordinary Shares. When 
the Stock Exchange is hopeful the disposition 
is to anticipate things, and buy in the belief 
that a rise in prices will be justified at some 
future date. here is also the matter of 
increased taxation to be taken into account, 
while in some cases the ability to earn profits 
may be affected by the fact that for the 
time being imports of necessary raw materials 
have to be paid for in a depreciated currency. 
Whether this latter circumstance will te more 
than offset by the prospective bounty upon 
exports, due to the same cause, remains to 
be seen. Apart from this matter, it is some 
thing that the suspension of gold exports 
has a followed by a return of coafidence 
in the outlook, and confidence goes a long 
way hi. the Stock Exchange. 


Future of War Loan. 


Last Tuesday’s rumour that America was 
agas" to buy almost unlimited amounts of 

per cent. War Loan is certainly interesting. 
It would be one method of reducing the 
redundant stock of gold in the States, for an 
arrangement might be made to ship a certain 
amount to London in payment. The opening 
price of this security to-day was much below 
the level touched on Saturday last, when the 
Stock was an almost nominal market, because 
of the extent to which large amounts were 
offered, largely on foreign account. In the 
interval, of course, the country has gone off 
the gold standard, an operation involving a 
depreciation of sterling, so that the flat yield 
of, say, 5, per cent. is worth less than it 
was before, in addition to which the general 
level of interest yields has had to be adjusted 
in accordance’ with the rise in the official 
minimum to the comparatively high figure 
of 6 per cent. 


Conversion Prospects. 


_ Presumably the project of converting War 
Fives cannot be proceeded with until money 
rates are materially lower and conditions 
otherwise are better than at present. In any 
case, Investors can scarcely come to harm in 
effecting a purchase of this security. If the 
position improves sufficiently to permit of 
the conversion scheme, the Stock will cer- 
tainly appreciate, while repayment at par 
would give a handsome profit to present pur- 
chasers. If 5 per cent. War Loan is not 
worth buying, virtually nothing else is. 


Dear Money. 


The 6 per cent. Bank rate is not a buli 
Et, for the Stock Exchange; for, apart 
rom its effect upon Gilt-edged security valua- 
tions, it increases the cost of bank loans 
obtained for the purpose of carrying Stock. 
in which connection it may be mentioned 
that contango rates this week were arranged 
on the basis of 7-9 per cent. Some surprise 
was expressed that the official minimum 
had beén raised to 6 per cent. Such a rate is 
usually imposed for the purpose of checking 
a drain upon gold reserves, but that is ruled 
out by the suspension of gold exports. Before 
long, therefore, it may be found that a 6 per 
cent. Bank rate is not necessary, and we may 
see a reduction to 5 per cent., or possibly 
less. The fact that the clearing banks in 
London now offer 4 per cent. on fixed deposits 
is scarcely likely to be a factor in the Gilt- 
edged market, though to some extent money 
which might have gone into securities may 
be left with the banks while that rate is 
obtainable. 


The Rise in “ Bats.” 


It may be found that the rise in prices, 
more particularly of Industrial shares, that 
occurred at the Stock Exchange re-opening 
will not be maintained. Take, for example, 
the improvement of about 10s. in British. 
American Tobacco shares. Presumably the 
company, which largely depends upon export 
business, will benefit from the fact that in 
future the foreigner will have to pay less in 
sterling for a given quantity of tobacco, and 
therefore, the sales abroad should be stimu- 
lated, while another factor is that the rise 
in the price of silver increases the purchasing 
ower of China, where’ the British-American 
Tobacco Company has a big connection. On 
the othet hand, the company itself will have 
to pay more for its raw leaf’ because English 
pounds now buy fewer American dollars. It 
must pay for its purchases with the pound 
worth only about 17s.. a circumstance, one 
wonld have thovght, that largely offset the 
advantage of a bigger business. 


British Rails. 


In other cases a higher level of prices 
might be justified on the ground that pre- 
vious figures were undervalued. Otherwise 
It Is not easy to explain the reason for the 
ane of £5 or £4 in Londor, Midland and 

cottish Railway Ordinary Stock on Tuesday 
last and of £3 in the 1923 Preference. Admit- 
tedly both stocks had stood at unusually low 
prices for a considerable time past, but it is 
certainly curious that, whereas the Ordinary 
did not .move far from 14 or 15 for a period 
of months, it rose to 19 presumably because 
the country had suspended gold exports, and 
therefore had taken an important step 
towards trade recovery. The price of 14 pre 
viously ruling was a valuation based on the 
virtual certainty that nothing will be earned 
upon the stock for the current year, and 
that it may be a very long time before 
holders receive even more than a nominal 
dividend, which will be paid for the purpose 
of preserving the status of Preference stocks 
as Chancery trustee securities. Similar con- 
siderations apply to Iron, Coal and Steel 
shares, and indeed Industrial undertakings 
generally, and RN people who consider 
that the time has come in which to effect 
purchases might be well advised to take into 
account the chances of a reaction from the 
level now current, 


Importance of the Exchanges. 

In this connection the movement in the 
foreign exchanges will be watched with par- 
ticular interest in the next two or three 
weeks. If the American rate moves sharply 
in our favour, as it may very well do, the 
price of gold will be reduced, and the pro- 
spective botnty upon our export business 
through the_ eapreriation of sterling wiil 
shrink considerably. Gold Mining shares will 
react quite sharply, and Industrials might 
follow suit. Where a company is financially 
strong and likely to continue paying good 
dividends A purchase can recommended 
now without hesitation, but the circumstance 
must be emphasised that the recent upward 
movement in Stock Exchange values was 
mainly the result of speculative anticipations 
of benefits to come,

TONE AND COMMENT 


DUBLIN STRONG. 
FUNDS WEAK. 


When the Dublin Stock Exchange re 
opened yesterday brokers were quite pre- 
pared for the changed conditions under which 
they were called upon to do business. These 
were exactly the reverse of the movements 
ruling during the past twelve or eighteen 
months. Everything has changed with almost 
kaleidoscopic rapidity. We had become 
quite used to Funds rising and Industrials 
falling. That was the order of the day. 
It was only a question of the extent of tne 
rise or the fall. Now the position is reverse. 
The anchor which held the Funds at high 
prices has been cut away, and these 
valuable securities—still the best in the 
market—will be allowed to drift, for a time. 
It is made quite clear by the statement 
which we published yesterday that the men 
who control the great London banks have 
not lost faith in the Funds; for they have 
agreed to continue for a month loans on 
British Government securities on the basis 
of the rates current’ on Saturday last, ‘and: 
the banks. will not call for any additional 
cover in the event of a devline in prices to 
below that level. No extra margin will be 
called ‘for. It*may bu presumed that the 
Irish banks. will not be unwilling to meet 
their customers to a similar extent 

In Dublin the falls in Free State Funds 
were somewhat severe, but, except in the 
case of Land Bonds, not more than might 
have been expected. The Five per cent. 
War Loan gave a very good account of itself, 
for it closed at 96—a point” better than it 
opened. Consols and Funding Loan dropped 
heavily. 

Banks develop:d weakness, under the lead 
of Bank Stock, which, however, closed 
buyers at the lower level of 340. ‘There was 
a severe drop of 6 points in Great Northern 
Debs. to 50, the oniy adverse movement in 
this section. Alliance Gas was unchanged. 

That embraces the movements on one side 
of the market. On the other, the Industrial 
side, all was buoyancy and hppefulness, 
except in one instance, which will be noticed 
in its place. The market for Guinness units 
opened 2s. 6d. up and closed at 90s.—a rise 
of 4s. 6d. on the day. London was a buyer, 
and the units closed in request. 

Cable stocks were good in a _ nominal 
market, despite the set-back in the traffics. 
British-American Tobacco met strong sup- 
port, but Imperials, which unofficially amved 
up to 80s. in London, were no better than 
74s. 3d.—a fall of 3s. from the last price 
here. The fall was attributed to the fact 
that the business of the Imperial Company, 
being internal, may be adversely affected, 
and that under the lower price of sterling 
the raw material will cost more. The reason 
is a little far-fetched. It should not be 
forgotten that Imperial Tobacco made huge 
strides in profits at a time when sterling 
was at a lower ebb than it is to-day. 
Undoubtedly B.A.T., with business outside 
the United Kingdom, may benefit by the fall 
in sterling, but it must pay its dividends in 
currency. ‘Textiles were good, but 
the best prices were not maintained. ‘Else- 
where, Dunlops, Imperial - Chemicals, both 
the Unilevers; Sheils, and Vickers all ie- 
corded substantial rises. ; 

The market closed on a govd note, in 
response to the firm reports oí the afternoon 
dealings im London. It is unnecessary to 
stress the” point’ that yesterday’s quotations 
do not by any means indicate the future 
trerd of the markets. Some days must 
elapse before this important point is decided. 


LONDON CHEERFUL. 


GILT-EDGED RECOVERY.

The London Stock Markets generally pre- 
sented a very cheerful tone when busines; 
was comimetcel yesterday after a two days’ 
enturced holiday. The Exchange was 
crowded immediately the doors opened, and 
there was a yeneral rush to the gilt-edge.l 
market, there being some anxiety as to how 
quotations in this department would move 
wow that Great Britain has gone off the gold 
standard, while it was anticipated that 
turther sales might be encountered from the 
Continent. This, however, did not 
materialise. Jideed brokers were inundated 
with small orders from home investors, 
and the market, after opening from 2 to 4 
points lower all round, marked some re- 
covery War Loan Fives, which had dropped 
to 94, picked up to 96, while Funding ee 
closed .at 85}, after reaching back to 83s. 
The Conversion Loans and Consols also 
marked sou.e appreciable :mprovements from 
the lowest vaiues touched. 

lrading was on somewhat narrow lines among 
Foreign Government Stocks, and, while for 
the most part values showed heavily reduced 
levels, a number of bright features were 
apparent, Livench Fives and Fours and 
German Sevens marking sharp advances. 
Chinese and Jananese were depressed on the 
disturbing news from the Far East, and 
others were quiet at lower rates.

Central Argeutine Ord. were another firm 
market, but San Paulo Ord. went back 
heavily, the reduction in the ‘dividend being 
an adverse factor, and the final level was no 
better thar, 964 as compared with 1094 at the 
week-end and 115 the unofficial close for 
Tuesday. Awerican Rails were marked up 
to conform with the new sterling dollar rate 
and held steady at the higher rates. The 
outstanding feature of the whole House was 
the strength shown by the Industrial descrip- 
tions, dealers reporting more buying orders.

“The Committee understands from different 
sources that there is a large number of orders 
placed for this foreign clothing, and if its im- 
portation is admitted under existing cir- 
cumstances the consequences will be very 
serious to the nation. 

“ Let us emphasise the healthy condition of 
the industry for the year just closed. Of our 
total requirements, amounting to £1,500,000, 
the Free State factories provided £1,200,000, 
the difference, £300,000, representing the trade 
of the multiple shops in our midst. Not- 
withstanding this, the factories are capable of 
a greater output at a minimum of additional 
cost, and the Department of Industry and 
Commerce are aware of this fact. e de- 
mand of the Free State for ready-made cloth- 
ing and all it implies can be fully satisfied at 
ome.
